DRAFT EXEMPTIONS 
A 


The new draft law will not he applied so rigidly 
as the old one. Every man of eligible age must reg­ 
ister. hut requests for exemption will be given more 
consideration. 
This policy applies particularly to the older 
classes. 
The war department recognizes that thou­ 
sands of men in their thirties or forties not engaged 
in specific “war work” may nevertheless he render­ 
ing better service to their country iii their present 
employment than they would lie likely to render in 
tile army. 
A ruling made by Provost Marshal 
Crowder gives local draft boards more freedom than 
before in determining what work is essential and 
what is not. There are hardly any blanket exemp­ 
tions of classes or professions, but neither are there 
blanket denials of exemption. 
It is recognized that 
a man employed in a hank, a store, a factory, a news­ 
paper office or elsewhere, by virtue of his special 
fitness and the direct or indirect bearing of his work 
on the war, may better he left where he is. 
The suggestion is not meant as a general invita­ 
tion to men newly registered to apply for exemption, 
regardless of their age. work or condition. 
It is 
meant rather to reassure men who, though unfitted 
for the army and not wanted for it. have an idea 
that they will he drafted regardless of their circum­ 
stances. 
The draft law will he administered with intel­ 
ligence and fairness to all concerned.

ration of four ounces a day is established for the 
hens. 
For that, they are expected to give a satis­ 
factory account in the way of egjgs. 
The amount 
is considered sufficient for any \v cU-ipteutioned hen 
to make a good showing. 
Those falling below a 
given standard of egg-production will be ruthlessly 
slaughtered for the table. 
Though dictated by the wan-time necessity of 
grain conservation, this is the ornly rational policy 
to apply at any time in the poultry business. 
It is 
inexcusably wasteful to continue feeding a grown 
hen that does not lay enough eggs to pay the cost of 
her food. 
A good poultry man carefully weeds out 
the slackers and disposes of them. That not only 
saves money directly, hut improves the breed. 
A 
similar method is used by g<x>d dairymen every­ 
where, eliminating cows whose milk yield is unsat­ 
isfactory.

A strange wail conies from the Berlin \ or- 
waerts. 
It is a truly German plea for sympathy, 
and likewise a truly German call for a propaganda 
calculated to win that sympathy. 
“Belgium is a little country which would have 
been powerless against Germany, reflects Yorwaerts, 
“hut which has not yet agreed to conclude peace be­ 
cause in her need friends streamed to her side from 
all parts of the world. 
“France was militarily inferior to us, but has 
stood against us for four years, and has been able 
to protect her capital from hostile threats, because 
she was supported by powerful allies. 
“England i- in herself a great power, but when 
danger threatened her she found enthusiastic sup­ 
port from the whole English world, and finally 
America sprang to her side.’’ 
Then comes the moral. “Has Germany no such 
friends?” the editor wails. 
She has not. 
“And 
why has the natural inclination to support the weak 
side—for she is the weak side—not made itself 
felt?” 
The answer is; 
“Because she has always been 
bragging, and still brags, about her own strength. 
She judged and judges everything and everybody in 
terms of force. 
So Germany is in danger now be­ 
cause she has, by reason of her false policy, no 
friends." 
The plain implication is that Germany should 
change her tune, and plead weakness. 
Instead of 
boasting, her statesmen and editors and generals 
should weep at the injustice of a strong and cruel 
foe, and beg for the world's sympathy. 
Thus early Germany begins to whine. 
It i> a 
characteristic trait of a l>catcn Prussian. The more 
tire war turns against Germany, the louder will grow 
the wliine, the more plentiful the crocodile tears, 
the more heart-rending the plea for aid. 
It will he 
the motif of the next propaganda campaign. 
But it will fall on deaf ears. 
Once the trick 
might have succeeded. 
The world knows Germany 
now, anti will not be deceived. 
Tile Allies will not 
he turned from their stern and righteous duty by all 
the whining of an assassin checked midway in his 
- bloody and cruel career. . 
There will be the sympathy for Germany that 
a shepherd feels for the wolf caught with dripping 
jaws in the sheepfold. 


A CONFEDERATION OF DECENCY 


“As I see it,” says Rudyard Kipling, “the im 
tnense, outstanding gain that has come to us out of 
this furnace of affliction in which we have walked is 
that this very war has welded, by common endurance 
by common knowledge and by pain shared, together, 
the decent-minded, kindly and clean-thinking peo­ 
ples of the earth.” 
Millions of ethers see it the same way when 
once the wonderful fact has been called to their 
attention. We are in danger of losing sight of such 
a broad movement, in our close contemplation of the 
daily details of the struggle. 
The movement goes 


lf 
a man has conscientious objections to paying 
taxes, 
it avails him nothing, 
lf he has conscientious 
objections to fire department g, and his house takes fire, 
his objections are not considered. 
The fire departm ent 
drenches his house with water, carries out his furniture, 
puts him off the- premises if he gets in the way, and 
saves the homes of his neighbors. 
lf necessary, they blow up his house with dynam ite 
to check the flames and save the town. 
He may have 
a conscientious conviction th at the town deserves to 
burn. 
A man s conscientious objections to fighting for the 
protection of his home and country sometimes outweigh 
his conscientious objections to letting his neighbor do it 
for him. 
Are his neighbors to be penalized for his per­ 
verted views of citizenship? 
Something more than a m an's personally cherished 
convictions enters into his citizenship. 
Conscientious 
scruples should prevent a man from perm itting his neigh­ 
bors to bare their breasts th at his own liberties may 
survive. 
The army in France is full of men with conscientious 
scruples against killing. 
N evertheless, as a m atter of 
clear duty, they are there to com bat the human wolves 
that would destroy civilization. 
The Food Administration recently has had to deal 
with a man who objected to milking cows, for the reason 
that a portion of the milk found its way to the United 
States m ilitary academy at Annapolis! 
No m an’s conscientious objections ought to be per­ 
mitted to exempt him from the necessary dem ands of 
his government.
